Mrs.. Dugan calmly walked the 13- 


step ladder to the gallows and smiled 
as she stood on the trap while offic- 
ials adjusted the blackhood about her. 


Unshaken in her resolve to "show 


the world I can take my medicine" 
she went to' her death without a last 
minute- statement. 
Surveying 
the 


crowd of spectators and prison of- 
ficials, she clasped 
the 
hand 
of 


Lorenzo Wright, prison warden, and 
said "goodby daddy Wright." A few 
seconds later at 5:11 a. m. the trap 
was sprung and Eva Dugan's account 
with justice was marked "paid in 


Hill." 


Mrs. Dugan was the first woman 


to pay the death penalty in Arizona 
tor a crime. Mathis was slain in Jan- 
uary 1927, but his body was not dis- 
covered until a year later. 


Mrs. Dugan, who had been employ- 


ed as Mathis' housekeeper had driven 
his automobile to White Plains. New 
York, where she was arrested as a 
car thief, and after the body of Ma- 
thif: was found, she was returned to 
Arizona charged 
with murder. 


Al Ihe trial she testified that a 19- 


year-old youth known as "Jack" had 
committed the slaying and that she 
ran away with him. 


Authorities have not been able t-

Demonstrations, Report 


According to Lynn Smith, county 


agent, there are to be established in 
Hcmpstoad county 10 forest fire pre- 
vention demonstrations. The purpose 
of these demonstrations is to show 


the methods which can be taken .to 
protect timber from -fire. Large tin 
signs will be established on each dem- 
onstration area. 
According to Mr. 


Charles A. Gillett, extension forester, 
College of Agriculture, University of 
Arkansas, who recently spent 
two 


days with Mr. Smith, every acre of 
timber which is burned by forest fires 
results to at least $G.OO an acre dam- 


age. Reports from Hempstead county 
show that over 5,000 .acres of forest 
land burned in 1929, causing an esti 
mated adrnage of over $30,000.
